PARIS—French troops have 
fallen back to eastern outskirts 
of Soissons where battle contin- 
ues with bitterness. Franco Brit 
ish troops have fallen back to 
heights south and southeast of 
St. Thierry where they are hold- 
ing positions betwren Vesle and 
Aisne canal. The Echo de Paris 
says the German advance on 
Aisne has reached a depth of 
fifteen and one-half miles. 


PARIS—Foch is bringing up 
reserves to meet the enrush of 
Germans between Rheims and 
Soissons. Slowly but surely the 
enemy are being checked all along 
the line, American troops are 
with reserves fighting 
shoulder to shoulder with 
|British and French artillery. 
| Americans have taken part in 
‘counter attacks, and French cor- 
lrespondents are loud in their 
| praise of the way Pershing's men 
‘are handling themselves. The 
‘fighting is not letting up, on the 
contrary is growing in intensity
